New market construction not far off schedule

I he new 3.000-square-foot Convenient 
Food Mart, scheduled to open al 601-607 
Washington Ave. in Jermvn the end of 
November, is "not too far behind schedule.” 
according to Jerry Zubcrt. president of Con¬ 
venient Food Marts of Pennsylvania. 

In a telephone interview with the MIR¬ 
ROR this week Zubert, who heads the firm 
which franchises eight other stores in the 
northeastern part of the state.said that 
“we’re going to begin construction down 
there (in Jermvn) this week." 

On Monday of this week workmen were 
still busily demolishing the two structures 
which will be replaced by the new Conve¬ 


nient store. 

Reports that a small gas Station would be 
erected on the same site are. according to 
Zubert. “premature. Occasionally we do 
have some self-service gas stations nearby, 
but nothing is definite yet."

City hall reports 


Finishing up 


The reconstruction of Dundaff Street, on 
the city's West Side, is nearly complete. 

Workmen for the contractors were doing 
the final work last week, according to city 
hall sources. 

This work included tying in driveways and 
access roads and landscaping. 

The finishing pave was put down on Sat¬ 
urday, Oct. 10. 

The reconstruction of the street included 
new surface drains, curbs, and sidewalks, in 
addition to the complete rebuilding of the 
street surface itself. 

Tl^e completion of the main West Side 
thoroughfare gives that side of the city a 
complete reconstruction of its three main 
streets: Fallbrook Street, Forty-second 
Street, and now Dundaff Street. 

The first two were completed last year. 

Work starts 

Work on the reconstruction of Gordon 
Avenue has begun. 

The main South Side street is the fifth city 
street to undergo complete reconstruction in 
the past several years. 

Other streets reconstructed are: Church 
Street, Fallbrook Street, Forty-second 
Street, and, recently, Dundaff Street. 

The city’s managing director, Martin P. 
Judge, told the Carbondale MIRROR that 
Gordon Avenue is having surface drains put 
in. 

Since they started work in the fall. Judge 
said, that is all the contractor intends to do 
before the weather turns bad. 

As reported earlier in City Hall Reports, 
the contractor will put down a temporary 
pave on sections of the street which are dug 
up. 


When he spoke with the Carbondale 
MIRROR last week, he noted that he had 
finally reached the man who taught him 
about the system and was awaiting a tele¬ 
phone call back to see if the problem signals 
could be repaired for $3 or for SI,000. 

Fixes them on the spot 

City electrician George Wallis told the 
Carbondale MIRROR last week that when 
he travels through town and sees a traffic 
signal malfunction, he’ll stop and fix the 
offending light before the city has to call 
him. 

Currently, the city has 10 modern traffic 
signals in the downtown business district 
five on Main Street, four on Church Street, 
and one at the intersection of Main and 
Church. 


Patrol dog 


Prompted by an inquiry from a reader, the 
Carbondale MIRROR asked the city’s 
administration if the city could use a police 
patrol dog. 

Recently, the City of Scranton got two 
dogs for its force and the Borough of Blakely 
recently had a fund drive to purchase one. 

Even the Borough of Wyalusing, in rural 
Bradford County, with its population of 
under 1,000 recently acquired a pair of dogs 
for its police. 

But the City of Carbondale won’t be join¬ 
ing the ranks of communities with patrol 
dogs — not for the moment. 

“We don’t have the facilities,"city manag¬ 
ing director Martin P. Judge told the Car¬ 
bondale MIRROR. 

If one is needed. Judge explained, the city 
will probably “borrow” one from either 
Blakely or Scranton.

No demolition yet 

The joint county-city demolition program 
has not yet gotten underway, the Carbon¬ 
dale MIRROR learned last week. 

Six buildings throughout the city are 
slated for demolition. 

Under the program, the city will pay 50 
percent of the costs of the demolition, while 
the county will pick up The remaining 50 
percent. 

As noted in the Oct. 7 issue of the Carbon¬ 
dale MIRROR, city hall sources would not 
reveal the location of the buildings sche¬ 
duled for demolition, fearing that these 
buildings would fall victim to arsonists who 
have been blamed for several recent fires in 
the city. 

No meters up, yet 

A point raised at last month’s regular 
meeting of city council sought to have park¬ 
ing meters put up in downtown spots where 
the meters have been missing for some time. 

Council, at that time, noted its concern 
over the loss of parking meter revenues from 
the missing meters. The solons reported that 
the city has spare meter heads since new 
double-headed meters were installed last 
year. 

However, Martin P. Judge, city managing 
director, told the Carbondale MIRROR 
again last week that the recent laying off of 
five public works department employes has 
curtailed the sought-after parking meter 
replacement job. 

Judge said that the department has “a 
couple of big projects it has to finish before 
the snow." 


Those blinkin’ signals Lighting up the road 


The traffic signals at Main Street and 
Sixth Avenue have caused much concern for 
pedestrians and motorists alike since the 
evening of Sunday, Sept. 27. 

On that evening a severe thunderstorm 
struck the area, knocking off power in some 
section for a short time. 

It was that thunderstorm which has been 
blamed for causing the traffic signals at the 
Main Street intersection to go "haywire." 

City electrician George Wallis told the 
Carbondale MIRROR last week that the 
problem lies with an “electronic control in 
the unit." 

The thunderstorm that night "blew out” 
the control, Wallis explained. 

Normally, he continued, he would have 
just packed up the damaged unit and 
shipped to the manufacturer in Texas. 

But the city’s financial problems pres¬ 
ented a dilemma for the city electrician. 

The unit, Wallis estimated, costs between 
$500 and $1,000. 

But. he figured if the problem rested with 
a burned out resistor or similar malfunction 
which he could take care of for a couple of 
dollars, he could save the city up to $1,000. 

To do this he had to contact the company 
which built the signal system. 

“1 was unable to get the proper informa¬ 
tion from the manufacturer in Texas," the 
city electrician explained. 


Will street lights light up the stretch of 
West Side Drive along the Fallbrook Creek? 

City council recently posed that question 
to the administration and was told that Pen¬ 
nsylvania Power and Light Co. won’t place 
any lights there until it receives information 
from Allied Services for the Handicapped 
regarding its proposed apartment complex 
along that road. 

The utility wants to know where Allied is 
planning driveways before it puts its electri¬ 
cal cables through that area. 

The city attempted to contact Allied early 
last week, but was unable to find out what 
Allied has planned. 

Not paved 

Streets on this year’s Liquid Fuels Pro¬ 
gram paving program were not paved as of 
last week, the city told the MIRROR. 

According to a city hall source, the con¬ 
tractor has to get started soon before the 
cold weather sets in and before the asphalt 
plants close for the season. 

The contractor has 35 days from the 
awarding of the contract, the MIRROR was 
told, to do the work. 

Streets scheduled for paving are: Mitchell 
Avenue, Rear Gordon Avenue, Terrace 
Street, and Walnut Street. 

The contract was awared to Keystone 
Pavement and Equipment which had the 


Police take over 

Starting Thursday, the city’s police 
department took over the ticketing of vehi¬ 
cles in violation at parking meters. 

City police took over the job after meter 
attendant Al Horn completed his work day 
last Wednesday. 

Horn was notified the week before that his 
position was being eliminated as an econ¬ 
omy move. 

Horn, the son-in-law of Councilwoman 
Charlotte Moro, held the position of meter 
attendant for nine years, longer than anyone 
else in recent city history. 

He is appealing the lay-off, seeking the 
help of the union which represents city hall 
employes. 

There have been charges made that the 
lay-off was politically motivated as a means 
of Mayor Fred J. Mancuso’s getting even 
with Mrs. Moro. City hall sources have 
denied those charges, stating that the move 
was purely an economic one as Horn joins 
nine others recently laid off. 

Prior to Horn’s last day on the job, it was 
rumored that city police could not tag cars in 
violation at parking meters. 

However, Martin P. Judge, city managing 
director, told the CarbondafrMIRROR last 
week that any car in violation at a parking 
meter is in violation of a city ordinance; 
thus, city police officers are charged with 
enforcing the ordinance.
